The Butte county 
officials stated that mortgages had been 
given on land to the. amount of the as- 
sessinent, but that it would in many cases 
bring the amount of the mortgage. Some 
of the land has fallen off 50 per cent. since 
the boom of a few years ago. A year ago 
San Francisco agents were up in Butte 
begging the people to accept loans on their 
property, even urzing them to transfer 
loans from: local banks. The farmers are 
getting no such offers now. Assessor Smith 
showed that the shrinkage of $100,000 on 
wheat in the county from last year’s as- 
sessments was caused by the farmers mov- 
ing it out of the county and selling or 
storing it elsewhere. 
Land that would sell for $100 an acre 
in 1890 will not sell for $50 now. A place 
assessed for $25 per acre was recently 
sold and the court ‘confirmed the sale at 
315 per acre. 
Mr. Morehouse said that the duty of the 
board was to make the burden of taxation 
as nearly equal on the counties as possible, 
and asked if the showing made from Butte 


counties. Supervisor Reynolds said it ap- 
plied to all in the Sacramento Valley.

Death of the Fresno Girl Whose 
Forte Was Elopements.

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 29.—Chlioe Brad- 
way, whose mania. for elopements caused 
her to gain much notoriety a few years 
ago, is dead. She was only 17, but her 
reckless: mode of life brought her to an 
early grave. She passed away at the City 
and County Hospital in this city. Her once 
‘symmetrical form found its last .resting- 
place in the city cemetery. The grave is 
marked by a plain wooden headboard, upon 
which her name and age have been let- 
For more than two years Chloe Brad- 
Way's escapades were prominent in dis- 
patches sent from Fresno, which was near 
the place of her birth. She became im- 
bued with a desire to emulate the tri- 
umphs of Cleopatra. in her conquests 
among men. Chloe commenced at the 
early age of 13 and continued for three 
years a course of fickle attachments until 
she was accredited with nine elopements 
and one marriage, though positive informa- 
tion is to be had only as t6 seven clope- 
She disappeared from public view a year 
ago last: February, when she eloped with 
Ephraim Young, a resident of the vicinity 
of Centerville, where Chloe lived. As in 
other escapades of like nature, she re- 
mained but a short time with Young. 
Later she was married, but, in keeping 
with her former adventures, she lived with 
her husband only six weeks and left him 
to fee with a new admirer. Her parents. 
had both died K this time and her 
living relatives had abandoned all hope 
of rescuing her from the path she had 
chosen to follow. 3 
‘After drifting away from her husband 
Chloe floated about until she was well over 
the line. Her last illness began at a 
lodging-houee on Market street, where she 
had been taken by. a young man with 
whom she had been jiving. day to 
day she grew worse and worse.

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 20.—The Ben- 
nington is till outside the three-mile limit. 
The mystefious extradition warrants are 
still in transit and no one will fix a day 
tor their arrival. The assurance is given 


that when they do arrive there will be no 


delay in serving them. 
»The statement has 
these warrants have been in the city for 
séveral days, and that we have abstained 
from executing them.“ said one of the 
attorneys for the Salvadoran government. 
“Now, .it should be palpable to any man 
of common sense that if that were the 
case we would. have no reason to put the 
administration to the expense of keeping 
the Bennington outside the jurisdiction of 
the courts.

There is every indication that the Ben- 
nington is ‘to be kept at sea indefinitely. 

Stoney came over 
from Mare Island, chartered the tugboat 
Sea King and went to sea again with an- 
other dig supply of fruit, vegetables, 
fish and fresh ts for the Bennington, 
indicating that it is the goverrment's in- 
tention to “keep the refugees outside the 
three-mile limit and beyond.the reach of 
habeas corpus for at least a day or two.

Federal authorities, who are all but 
certain that the necessary documents in 
the case have arrived from Washington 
and are now in the hands of the San Sal- 
vadorean officials here.

Some Curious Facts About the Inne 
and Hotels of Scotland. 


(The Caterer:) Robert Kempt has gath- 
ered together many interesting historical 
items and quaint anecdotes about the inns 
and hotels of Scotland. It must be con 
fessed the historical side begins very late, 
for in olden days inns were practically un- 
known over the border, travelers being re 
ceived in private houses as guests. Con- 
sequently, there is no record of such an- 
cient hostelries as the Tabard, in South- 
wark; the Mermaid, in Bread street, or

When Defoe went to Scotland he had 
difficulty in finding an inn at Aberdeen, 
and this, in spite of a royal edict, issued 
by James I in 1424, to the effect that in all 
borough towns where there was considera- 
ble traffic, hostelnies should be established, 
but these institutions did not flourish till 
very much later. Mr. Kempt gives some 


penalties enacted in the fifteenth and 
seventeenth centuries regarding the hours 
of closing, drunkenness, etc. The inns of 


| Aberdeen are accorded a whole chapter, 


for there is much to say about those of 
the last century. They practically formed 
open clubs for the wits and learned men 
of the hospitable city. Over very mbdest 
repasts and potations, grand symposia 
were held; the philosophens lived low, Dut 
thought and spoke high. 

Dr. Johnson seems to have appreciated 
the Aberdeen inns; he found them almost 
as congenial as his haunts in Fleet street, 
and certainly far better than the Scottish 
houses of entertainment.

CO-OPERATIVE COLONIES. 


from Australia, who were discon- 
tented with their lot, went out to 
‘Paraguay to found a model colony 
which should do away with all the 
evils that are met with in common 
every-day life. The “colonists started 
with everything in their favor—free 
land, immunity from taxation, good 
climate and a considerable amount of 
capital. Notwithstanding these ad- 
vantages, however, it appears, from 
recent advices that their efforts to 


miniously, for within three months of 
their arrival some of them told a 
visitor that they had only created 
a “hell. upon earth.” Bitter disputes 
had arisen and eighty-five of the col- 
onists had already left the scttlement. 
This is only what may be expected 
to happen when men 80 to work 
to establish an ideal colony, without 
taking into account the -imperfections 
of human nature. If human nature 
} was perfect, it would be quite possi- 
ble to found a perfect colony, or 
even a perfect nation, in which every- 
thing should move along as if by 
clockwork, and courts of law or po- 
{ licemen would alike be unnecessary. 
But, unfortunately, such is very far 
from being the case, and conse 
quently all these efforts at regener- 
j ating the human race—some of them 


well ‘meanfig, ethers frauds—come to 
grief, sooner or later, as we have fre- 
quently seen in this country, where 
attempts in such a direction 


Because such is the case, it should 
not be inferred that the whole idea 
of settling land in a co-operative man- 
ner is a mistake. Several of the most 
| successful and flourishing towns in 
California today were started on a 
co-operative basis. As The Times 
has pointed out on several occasions, 
there are two ways of establishing a 
co-operative colony.’ One is to deprive 
the individual settler of the rights and 
privileges which naturally belong to 
n reasoning and intelligent man who 
has attained his maturity, and to 
place him in leading strings under 
the direction of a dictator or a board 
of dictators, dividing up the proceeds 
of his labor among thé community, 
without regard to what each member 
may have earned. This is the wrong 
way. The other way is to allow per- 
fect freedom to each individual mem- 
ber in the ownership and profits of 
his property, to permit him to act 
as freely in all matters of general 
interest as if he did not belong to 
any colony, and to confine the co-op- 
erative side of the question to such 
matters as can be handled to greater 
advantage by a number of. persons 
acting together than by one solitary 


and preserving of fruit and other 
crops, the marketing of the same and 
the establishing of schools, libraries, 
supply stores and so forth. 

| This is the right and sensible idea 
of co-operation in the settlement of 
lands, and it is, as we have frequently 
shown, a most valuable aid in the 
rapid development of a section. Stat- 
ing in a few words the difference 
between this and the other system, it 
is the difference between common 
sense and visionary theories.

large dairies as an article of food. It is 
well known in other cities where a rigid 
system of milk inspection is carried on, 
the extent to which skimming, watering, 
and other more harmful modes of adulter- 
ation is practiced. The temptation to a 
dishonest dealer and if the art 
is skillfully man the casual «onsumer 
would not be likely to detect the fraud. 
To an adult, perhaps, no great harm would 
ensue, but to the infant who «ubsists 
wholly upon, and requires a pure milk 
Supply, the dangen ef using sophisticated 
milk might be great and perhaps fatal. 
The most common methods in use among 
corrupt dealers in milk are skimming, 
watering, the addition of certain preserva- 
tives to prevent the milk from turning 
sour, and occasionally the addition of sub- 
stances to thicken and color the skimmed. 


tives used would be. exceedingly harmful 
if taken daily even in small quantities. In 
cities of less size and far less importance 
than Los Angeles, milk inspection is care- 
fully conducted under the direction of the 
Board of Health, and a heavy penalty is 
visited upon any one found guilty of offer- 
ing for sale milk not up to a certain rec- 
ognized standard of purity. In Thicago 
four men are constantly employed in tak- 
ing samples from the milk-dealers in the 
act of delivery, and from 1200 to 1500 milk 
analyses are made every month by the 
city chemist. We in Los Angeles have 
not at present as much to fear from milk 
adulteration && ih 'Gities the size of Chi- 
cago, but the evi is none the less a grow- 
ing one, and unless restricted will. un- 
doubtedly, in time, if not already, become 
very prevalent. Another source of danger 
which should be well understood, is the 
fact of milk being extremely Hable to ab- 
sorb disease germs and convey to every 


of these germs might prove harmless of 
taken into the stomach, in many cases it 
would be a dangerous experiment to try, 
and I believe that milk is often a means 

tagious diseases. In 
view of.this fact it would be hardly neces- 
sary to say that when any. such disease 
in a milk-dealer’s family is reported to the 
Health Officer, this dealer should, as a 
matter of public safety, be prohibited from 
distributing any milk to his patrons dur- 
ing the period of infection. 

This matter, of course, would properly 
come under the direction of the Health Of- 
ficer, and the city could at small 
fit up a sufficient laboratory for the prose- 
cution of this important work. Samples of 
| the milk should be frequently or. daily 
taken from the dealers by the duly-author- 
ized official, and carefully ahalyzed and 
examined. Then a severe penalty should 
await the one found guilty of offering for 
sale an adulterated article. |

Our War Vessels Each Carries 
3000 of Them. 


The Delicate Process by Which They 
are Engraved—Constant Cor- 
.  .reetions Needed.

A Diplomat Who Was Surprised— 
The Merchant Marine Service 
is Supplied With Charts by 
mne Navy Department. 


WASHINGTON, July 30.—(Special Cor- 
respondence.) The accident which oc- 
curred to the cruiser Columbia in the 
Delaware River, not long ago, illustrates 
the precariousness of havigating huge 
ships of war near the coast. This acci- 
dent ofcurred while an experienced pilot 
Was guiding the ‘vessel. She was then 
on her trial trip. If she had been in 
service, and entirely under the control of 
the Navy. Department there would have 
been no pilot aboard, The officers of the 
navy are gequired to depend on the charts 
which -their vessels carry for navigation, 
not only along the coast of the United 
States, but in all foreign waters. 
Our ships of war carry about 3000 coast 


charts apiece; With the aid of these they are 


able to enter any known harbor, or ‘skirt 
any coast without the ‘aid of a local pilot. 
Sometimes a miiscalcuiation brings them 
to. grief; as in the case of the unfor- 
tunate Kearsarge. But these accidents 
are exceptional, and are to be charged to 
‘Mistakes in reckoning. . 

Lieut. Richardson Clover, now in Lon- 
don, but for a long time in charge of 
the hydrographic office here, tells of an 
experience when he was navigator of 
the Wyoming. Mr. Maynard, who had 
been a member of the House for many 
years, was Minister to Turkey. He was 
very anxious to visit the ports of the 
Sea in a man-of-war. This privi- 
lege had been denied: to all nations since 
the Crimean war, but the Grand Vizier 
of the Sultan, who was very friendly to 
the United States, consented to issue a 


| permit to the Wyoming, subject to with- 


drawal, if any of tle representatives of 
the treaty powers objected. Mr. Maynard 
was very anxious that the vessel should 
sail at daybreak, but when he learned 
that no pilot was to be taken aboard he 
became very much exercised, Lieut.

Map- 
making is now done in a room whose tem- 
perature is never allowed to fall below 
90 deg. This temperature is hard on the 
engraver, and workers on map ‘engravings 
do not stick to the business long. The 
heat of the room: keeps the beeswax in a 
condition which makes it susceptible to 
easy engraving. coat of this wax mixed 
with some hardenfng ingredient is poured 
on a metal plate. ‘The wax sheet may be 
as thin as tissue paper or it may he an 
eighth of an inch thick. Pen and ink 
drawings of the work are given to the 
operators and they make their own 
sketches in the wax with a sharp steel 
tool. For the dotted lines of different 
styles which are to mark county or 
township lines or to indicate real or sup- 
posed railroad routes, little wheels like 
those which women use in transferring 
dress patterns are employed. Wherever. 
‘names are to be filled in, the impression 
is. made in the wax with type, one letter 
at a time. When the engraving is com- 
pleted, the plate is taken to a cooling-toom 
where the wax hardens. A coating of black 
lead is then rubbed over the plate and it 
is suspended in an electro-plating bath. 
The copper in the solution is deposited on 
the black lead and forms the original, This 
thin copper plate is backed with type- 
metal and from this plate stereotypes are 
made, Frequently from twenty to forty 
plates are used in printing one order of 
maps, and when the map is small some- 
times a dozen impressions of it are printed 
on one sheet. But large or small the 
maps are printed by the fast presses in 
enormous quantities. There is a map 
concern in Chicago which has 
624,000,000 maps printed in twelve. years 
a millions’ maps a week. This would have 
been impossible under the old process of

ONTARIO, Aug. 20. — (Special Correspond- 
ence.)
